The building occupied by Taylor’s re -1 
pair shop was owned by Judge I. H. 
Thurman and Garland Cunningham. 
No insurance. Loss about $1,000. 

The rooms occupied b> James Graves, 
jeweler, E. A. Cox, photographer, and 
Logan McPhearson in the McAuliffe 
property was the property of Dr. J. M. 
Burton and the Buckman children. No 
! insurance. Loss about $2,000. 

Mr. John Y. Mayes is perhaps the 
greatest loser by the fire. He not only J 
; lost his entire stock of caskets, but he j 
! also lost his books, which he failed to 
. put in the safe last night. He esti- 
| mates his loss at between $7,000 and 
$ 8 , 000 . . 

Walter Leachman is another heavy 
loser. He had in stock the largest, 
and handsomest line of furniture he. 
j had ever before carried—about $2,500, 

| which was insured for $800.

The fire soon spread 
to the adjoining buildings, all of 
•which, with the exception of Mrs. 
Williams’ millinery store, werej 
frame structures, and of light 
material. It was soon seen that j 
it would be impossible to save' 
these buildings and the fire com-! 
pany gave its attention to Grundv 
& Mclntire's dry good store and 
W. P. Lawrence's grocery, and 
the fact that these buildings re¬ 
main standing is evidence that 
the boys did good work.

The young woman is no doubt derang¬ 
ed, and her life is pitiable. Much in- 
terest was taken in her when she pass¬ 
ed through this city, and the county a ■ 
number ot times last summer on her i 
wild and apparently aimless rambles. 

The Hawesville correspondent des-' 
cribes her as she now appears. 

"While showing the marks of having ' 
been out in the weather, she is still I 
refined, and of a type of beauty rarely ' 
seen. She is small in stature, haa dark | 
hair which she wears flowing down her 
back, and her eyes are of violet hue 
with long black lashes that denote a : 
kind disposition. Her smile displays a 
row of pearlv teeth, she is graceful in 
action and has a form that would make ; 
a chours girl turn fcreen with envy. 
She is very modest and unassuming in 1 
her manners, and her speech denotes 
refinement and education."

Lexington, Ky., Apftl 25.-Paying a 
high tribute to the people of his section 
and to those who haye made the Ken¬ 
tucky White Burley district the great¬ 
est in the world. Congressman William 
Preston Kimball, of the Seventh Ken¬ 
tucky district, made the principal ad¬ 
dress at the big barbecue here to-day. 

He appealed for the observance of 
the law in the troubles with the trust 
and other opposition, and at the same 
time urged the people to carry on their 
fight for proper recognition. 

His address was one of welcome on 
behalf of this city and Fayette county, 
and he made the visitors feel perfectly 
at home. 

Congressman Kimball spoke in part 
as follows: 

The object lesson you teach to-day is 
that you are the victims of grievous in¬ 
dustrial oppression, and that you have 
determined, paraphrasing the language 
used by Henry Clay on one occasion, 
"to rise like the stag in his native for¬ 
est and shake your antlers.” 

What are the conditions that con¬ 
front you? In a speech which I had 
the honor to deliver in the city of Paris 1 
on September 8, 1903, I employed the 
following language in discussing the j 
subject of the trust: 

“1 desire to call your attention to one 
of these gigantic combinations that is i 
working ruin to the people of Ken¬ 
tucky, and one that no honest man can i 
defend. I refer to the tobacco trust. 
Kentucky produces about 50 per cent. I 
of the tobacco grown in the United 
States, and about 90 per cent, of all 
the white Burley tofeecco produced in 
the world. The Continental and Amer¬ 
ican Tobacco Companies—the patriotic 
titles under which this trust pursues its 
system of brigandage—have acquired 
about 85 per cent, of all of the tobacco 
factories in the United States. 

“These factories were purchased at 
a cost of less than $100,000,000, and 
have been capitalized at $500,000,000. 
In addition to this they have acquired a 
majority of the retail tobacco stores in 
the United States, and are still extend¬ 
ing their acquisitions in that direction 
throughout the country. When they J 
cannot buy a retail establishment they j 
start an opposition establishment, ar.d 
soon freeze out the obstinate competi-,

In order to earn dividends upon the 
millions of dollars of over-capitalization 
the trust must purchase the tobacco 
from the growers at the lowest possi¬ 
ble price and sell the manufactured ar¬ 
ticle at the highest possible figure. The 
average cost of the raw material is 
about six cents per pound, while thej 
selling price of the manufactured arti¬ 
cle is about fifty-five cents. In manu¬ 
facturing the tobacco large quantities 
of liquorice, low grade sugar ana other 
comparatively inexpensive materials 
are worked into the tobacco, and the 
product is sold at a price that will yield 
a good divideiyl upon the over-capitali¬ 
zation of the concern. 

“The trust is enabled to fix arbitrar¬ 
ily both the buying and the selling price 
of tobacco. The law of supply and de¬ 
mand is suspended. The quantity and 
quality grown have no influence in fix-
